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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed 2/27/2009 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 8 and 10 based upon the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph 
enablement requirement. The declaration successfully shows that one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention would be able to predict the slag properties of a 
silicon batch based on the elemental impurity levels and the batch temperature. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 10, filed 2/27/2009, with respect to the 35 
U.S.C. 101 rejection of claims 1 , 2, 5, 7 and 8 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 7 and 8 has been withdrawn. The 
amendment to the instant claims requires that the silicon metalloid is used in a process 
in which it is transformed in to organohalosilanes. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 10, filed 2/27/2009, with respect to the 35 
U.S.C 112, second paragraph rejection of claim 10 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph rejection of claim 10 has been 
withdrawn. The amendment to the claim has remedied the antecedent basis issue. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 8 and 10 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
evidence in the prior art of any method that anticipates or obviates the method in the 
instant claims. No prior teaching exists that would suggest the use of predicted silicon 
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slag properties for the purposes of selecting batches of silicon for use in a direct 
process. Further, the specific slag viscosity and density requirements for silicon batch 
selection in the instant claims are not known in the prior art. The selection of silicon 
metalloids for use in the production of organohalosilanes based on impurity levels in the 
silicon batches is known in the prior art, however the selection process required by the 
instant claims is not known.
